Nail-Biting 


In a sense we are all nail- 


That is to say, whatever one’s 

: assignment, 
there are times 
when doubt and 
indecision raise 
their hideous 
heads. 

Today the 
managers of 
money in the 
Treasury De- 
partment and 
the Greek-tem- 
ple-like Federal 
Reserve System offices at Wash- 
ington are probably the most 
habitual nail-biters. 


Next are the nation’s econo- 
mists. 

Each day they tick off three 
elements of the nation’s econo- 
my. Each is to an economist 
what one of those towering 
cumulus-thunderheads is to an 
aircraft pilot. Thor, the thrower 
of hammers, lives within those 
clouds. And so does his sister, 
Turbulence. Thunder and turbu- 
lence dwell potentially in the 
economic clouds on which the 
FRS, the Treasury Department 
and the economists keep weary 
eyes. 


Factors 


It is difficult to place these in 
order of importance. Certainly 
all are interrelated. 

1—Will the 6% cents an hour 
increase in wages and the 13% 
cents in ‘‘social security”’ fringe 
benefits gained by automobile 
workers, plus the 15 cents an 
hour in wages gained by steel, 
be reflected in increased prices 
for cars and household goods? 

Or, will the heavier cost be 
absorbed through enlarged effi- 
ciency and a step-up in mecha- 
nization? If prices are upped 
will this adversely affect auto- 
mobile sales and set back pro- 
duction, with consequent lay- 
offs? 

2—Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey, a cau- 
tious man, has spoken sternly 
to the nation about its attitude 
toward installment debt. Install- 
ment buying has gone above 
$24.1 billion. Mortgage debt is 
nearing $80 billions. 

Even a slight recession would 
make it impossible to meet many 
installment payments. 

3—The stock market, no 
longer the barometer it once 
was, has climbed steadily, some- 
what to the despair of the man- 
agers of the nation’s money 
supply who had increased mar- 
gin requirements. 

The Department of Commerce 
backs up the man in the market. 
Its estimates are that the record- 
smashing boom of 1955 will con- 
tinue ‘right on through the au- 
tumn of 1956. 

The nail-biters in the Treasury 
Department and the Federal 
Reserve System are not too 
articulate. They were almost 
unanimous in predicting a post- 
World War II recession. We did 
have a period of wavering, so to 
speak. But then came the Ko- 
rean war. When it ended the 
thinking of some of our best 
economic minds was that the 
economic elevator would drop two 


The reason it didn’t was not 
all due to the step-up of military 
spending in this tremendously 
expensive age of atomic, jet and 
electronic weapons. 


Population 


What no economist has figured 
out (and this is not a critical 
statement since it is something 
new in our national life) is 
the inflationary effect of steadily 
increasing populations, espe- 
cially the urban. As _ people 
crowd into cities they eat more, 
buy more luxuries, demand 
more services, use more con- 
sumer goods, and generally in- 
flate the economy. 

So, here we are. Secretary of 
Commerce Weeks estimates 1955 
will exceed the 1950 automobile 
production of 6.6 million cars. 
Construction will break the 1954 
record of about $39 billion by 
some two billion dollars. The 
total national output of goods 
and services in the first half of 
1955 was at an annual rate of 
$375 billion, as compared with 
the former record of $371 bil- 
lions in the last quarter of 1953. 

Cost of living has not ad- 
vanced as fast as wages. In fact, 
the living costs are about half 
the wage advance. The truth is 
the Federal Reserve System has 
managed, or has been plain lucky 
enough, to hold onto the tail of 
the inflation kite. They have 
maintained a reasonably well- 
controlled inflation. 

If they can keep the cost of 
living from leaping too high in 
the midst of the new inflationary 
influences, then indeed will 1956 
be a fabulous year.

Everybody wants good schools and 
adequate classrooms. Unless they are pro- 
vided, the community itself will suffer. 
That is what Miss Jarrell is saying to 
the people of Atlanta, who must visualize 
more of the double-sessions and other 
inconveniences of lack of space.

Youth Probation S ystem 
Has Proved Its Worth 


The incidence of juvenile crime and 
delinquency, as everyone knows by now, 
has become a major national problem. 
Disclosures by the Kefauver Committee, 
the FBI and police departments all over 
the nation are proof enough of that. 


The Kefauver Committee reported 
that essential defenses against juvenile 
delinquency are “weak, inadequate to 
the task, poorly manned and in some 
measure even totally lacking in every 
community in the nation... . If the rate 
of juvenile delinquency continues to 


mount at the rate experienced during the 
past five years, the number of boys and 
girls going through the juvenile courts 
annually may well total 785,000.” 


Here in Georgia within the last few 
days there have beem some tragic exam- 
ples of what the problem has become. 
In two of the state’s largest cities two 


cases of juvenile murder were reported. 


In spite of that, Fulton Juvenile Judge 
W. W. Woolfolk points out that the coun- 


ty's Juvenile probation program is pro- 
ducing results. He also says that vouth 
training schools—reform schools, if you 
like—are being overcrowded through 


“too many’ commitments. 


This could be cut down. Judge Wool- 
folk believes, through an adequate youth 
probation program in communities 
throughout the state. Fulton's number: 


of commitments to such institutions has 
been cut 50 per cent since probation work 
was stepped up in 1947. On the evidence 
produced in Fulton, he suggests a state- 


wide youth probation program under a 
youth commission 

ne suggestion has merit. Our han- 
diing of juveniles is. still based on the 
idea that punishment 1s the sole answer 
to erime and delinquency. We are reluc- 
tant to adopt the system of correction and 
rehabilitation. The result of that reluc- 


tance multiples our problem and increases 
the crime bull. 

Any delinquent who can be saved 
becomes an asset to society. It is better 
to do so than to condemn him to a life of 
crime.

H-Bomb Deserves Credit 


For New Political Climate 


What is it that has so completely changed the political climate 
and made the Geneva conference possible? Mr. Dulles suggested at his 
press conference the other day that it was his policy of strength 
which had scared the Russians into a negotiating mood and went 
on to argue that the remarkable concessions which Mr. Molotov 
has made to the Western plan for disarmament are due to economic 


stresses inside the Soviet Union. 

Already we have observed the 
inevitable Russian riposte. On 
“Monday Khrushchev was saying: 
“If you prate about negotiating 
from strength, we can lay as 
good a claim to that as you.” 
On this issue at least Khrushchev 
was not guilty of empty boasting. 
If negotiations from strength 
means negotiation from military 
strength, then, despite four years 
of ruinously expensive re 
armament, the West will be ne- 
gotiating from weakness at Ge- 
neva. 

The truth, of course, is that no 
country and no statesman can 
claim credit for the change of 
atmosphere which has occurred 
simultaneously in both Moscow 
and Washington. That credit goes 
exclusively to the H-bomb. It is 
he who has stopped both Dulles 
and Khrushchev talking tough, 
and it is under his aegis that 
the Geneva conference is being 
held. In the thermonuclear age 
the great powers possessed of 
nuclear weapons are more in- 
hibited from waging war than 


; 


srall powers without them, and 
because they dare not wage war 
they are driven to face the ne- 
cessity for peaceful coexistence, 
Well, the fact is that military 
strength is no longer the ace 
which can be played if ever the 
diplomatic bluff is called. In the 
era of the H-bomb the alterna- 
tives are cards on the table and 
a firm settlement—or annihila- 
tion of all the players.

Dr. Salk’s “discovery” is not so 
much a discovery as it is the result of a long and patient and devout 
pursuit for the greater health for all mankind. 


Dr. Salk is one of thousands of 
men who for centuries have de- 
voted themselves to the preven- 
tion of sickness. How many more 
“discoveries” will come within the 
next one hundred or two hundred 
years no one knows, but the won- 
ders of medicine are as inexhaus- 
tible as are the sicknesses which 
have plagued mankind. 


The promise that polio will be 
greatly limited in the years to 
come serves to remind us of two 
things. The first is that many of 
the sicknesses which ravaged our 
ancestors are now largely histori- 
cal. The second is that the human 
body is a wonderful mechanism 
and that the mind can be master 
of the body. Sick bodies are more 
and more being mastered by 
trained and skilled minds. 

When we consider our bodies, 
the delicacy of the eye, the de- 
pendability of the heart, the mar- 
vel of the bending knee and elbow 
and finger, the responsiveness of 
the nervous system, the blood 
which courses continually through- 
out our frame, we ought to praise 
God that we are indeed “fearfully 
and wonderfully made.” (Psalm 
139: 14.)
